Five days in Constantinople I sought 
In vain to find among the polygamisflc 
population one fresh face over forty 
years of age. There rides the emperor 
into Ids mosque from his seraglio which 
contains two thousand people; and at 
forty he is a graybeanl and flaccid.

Undoubt¬ 
edly the Turkish peasant is often too 
poor to have many wives. No doubt 
Mohammed advised monogomy, al¬ 
though he practised polygamy. But 
there arc special polygamistic clauses in 
the Koran, nnd wlint is their effect? I 
sailed up the Danube, and looked at the 
villages that are Mohammedan and at 
the villngcs that are Christian. Here is 
a Mohammedan town, in which there 
are no homes in the strict sense; nnd 
the dogs in it arc the only scavengers. 
The first object that salutes the eyes and 
nostrils In a Mohammedan town in the 
East is usually the heap of refuse at the 
city gate; the next thing a crowd of 
dogs over which you stumble; nnd then 
the cobweb tcssclntion of filthy booths 
nnd windows. In Hebron I have been 
on the edge of boing mobbed in the foul 
streets because of the suspicion ami 
wildness of n fouler populace; while in 
Bethlehem, a Christian town, I saw no 
rubbish; even on obscure streets, every¬ 
thing was neat. You sail up the Dan¬ 
ube, nnd ns the minarets fade out of 
sight the filthy villages fade out also. 
The spires come into view, and with 
them the usual sights of Christian towns. 
Although poverty-stricken, the villages 
exhibit a certain amount of enterprise 
and neatness. You find children that 
do not look ns if they had becu un¬ 
washed from birth.

but having heard there wees snakes in 
Florida I had no desire to dismount. The 
guide said, "Specs you be happy up to 
high, snakes can't get at you.” I saw 
none, however, and do not think there arc 
more here than at the north. After a rob¬ 
ot three miles we arrived at "Idlewlld,” 
Uie home of a friend, formerly of Detroit. 
Mich., when I was much nstonlshed at the 
change a few months had accompflthed. 
They have an old plantation, run down 
when they bought it; now on approaching 
you enter liy a fine rustic gateway, a broad 
avenue leading to the buildings some wa) 
back from the road, the wide verauda cov¬ 
ered with honeysuckle and roses, sur- 
• „ rounded with orange trees in full bloom, 
filling the air with their fragrance; lig 
trees, with fruit which will he ripe by the 
last of April; peaches quite large; roses 
and many other flowering plants; their 
garden containing potatoes full grown, and 
will tend to market next week; and all the 
vegetables now in use for the table. After 
passiug a very pleasant afternoon, we left 
for home, laden with orange blossoms, roses 
and other flowers, strawberries, lettuce and 
radishes. It was quitu late, and we hurried 
home, as here we- have no twilight, it lie- 
coming dark almost at once when tlie sun 
sett, and it would not he very pleasant to 
he lost in the Florida woods at night. 
Southerners have been long noted for their 
hospitality, but from my experience to-day. 
I think the northerners bid fair to excel 
them.

“ I have traveled a number of miles in dif¬ 
ferent directions, on foot and otherwise, in 
the region surrounding this beautiful little 
town. I think 1 have kept my eyes open, 
aud aiu prepared to report impartially the 
following facts: Instead of a vast, sandy 
plain, as I had been taught to expect, with 
scarcely a tuft of grass to relieve the weary 
eye, I find thousands ami thousands ami 
thousands of acres of heavily timbered 
land. Some of it, of course, low* and wet, 
but by far the greater portion of It suffi¬ 
ciently high and rolling fur farming pur¬ 
poses. And much of that which appears 
swampy can be easily drained by a few 
deep furrows made with the plow. The 
dark, rich surface soil varies front six inch¬ 
es to two feet in depth. The sub-soil is, in 
many places, pure marl, and in others a 
soft clay, mixed with sand and marl; ami 
this, the farmer* say, is just the thing for 
orange and other semi-tropical fruit culture 
as well as for almost all other agricultural 
products. Ah for grass, the ground, in the 
heaviest timbered land even, is covered 
with an almost impenetrable mass of tan¬ 
gled sod. 1 am not farmer enough to say 
whether this is the right sort of grass, hut 
I am told that the same soil takes kindly to 
other aud more valuable grasses when this 
is removed. The forests are largely of 
pitch-piue. Hut the oak of several kiuds, 
aud cypress, ami hickory, and magnolia oc¬ 
cupy the swampy places, or * bogs * as they 
are called, so that severul kinds of valuable 
hard woods are not wanting."

School Notes. 

By vote of the Committee ail the schools 
of Weymouth, except the North High, will 
confurin to the Regulations by liegilining 
their afternoon sessions at 11 I*. M. on ami 
after Monday, April 15. The health of the 
scholars requires a noon intermission of at 
least one hour and a half. 

The Minnesota Legislature lias made a 
contract with a responsible party to furnish 
the people of the State with school-books 
for fifteen years for less than half the re¬ 
tail price. It is estimated that the people 
will be saved *200,000. 

In Brookline, of this county, five ladies 
are chosen by the school committee to act 
as an advisory committee, aud their report 
is printed annually by the town. 

The report of the sub-committee on uni¬ 
form course of study for the county will 
lm unanimous. It will follow the princi¬ 
ples now being carried out ill Weymouth 
in the treatment of Reading, Language, 
Writing and Spelling as parts of one study; 
ami it will present Aritbiuetie in the man¬ 
ner in which it ought to be taught in our 
owu schools when the lime is ripe for re¬ 
form iu that branch. It will recommend 
no study of Geography in the primary 
grades. It w ill present forcibly the topics 
of Superintendence, Grading, ami concen¬ 
tration of Schools. 


Vngvraofr MrfMtvd. 

Rev. Mr. KM ridge, pastor of the East 
Weymouth f'ona'l Church, in a sermon on 
Sunday of last week, based on the Psalm¬ 
ist’s decimation, “The fool hath said In 
his heart there is no God," referred to the 
attacks of Ingereoll, the noted lecturer, 
upon the Bible, and as the discourse waa 
very acceptable to many of bis parishion¬ 
ers, at their desire we furnish a brief ab¬ 
stract of tlie leading thoughts of the ser¬ 
mon. 

Mr. Eld ridge commenced with an allu¬ 
sion to the closing scenes in the life of the 
great statesman Daniel Webster, and Ills 
dying confession of faith—“That there is 
a God all must acknowledge; this belief 
enters Into tlie very depths of my con¬ 
science; I see him in all his wondrous 
works. What ground is there to rest upon 
but the Bible? Thank God, the Gospel of 
•lesiis Christ has brought life and immor¬ 
tality to light" Such was the final testi¬ 
mony of the great Webster, ami it is wor¬ 
thy of being weighed; but within the last 
few days we have had an orator In Music 
Hall, Boston, who declares the Bible Is 
false; that which myriads cling to as the 
one joy more treasured than all else the 
world could give, he pronounces to In* 
nonsense and a shameful superstition, and 
Jesus Christ is declared to be an Imposter. 

In alluding to Ingersoll and his views, 
the speaker said we may expect to hear 
objections from some men, like the follow¬ 
ing: “Why trouble us with such a disa¬ 
greeable subject? We are respectable and 
riglit-miuded people. Why open to u* 
such an unpleasant theme?" We answer, 
Iwcatfse there are some whom these revil¬ 
ing* of Ingersoll might impress. To young 
and inexperienced minds they are a dan¬ 
ger, ami Is for their sakes we speak. He 
was inoru ready to do this because he hod 
understood that In this village there is a 
company of men who are wont to meet 
Sabbath afternoon, with Tom Paine for 
their Bible and the pages of the Boston 
Index for their Concordance. The young 
are to be warned against such teachings, 
which start souls on the way to sin and 
poison the fountains of purity and hope 
for youth. What are the fruits of the 
teachings of infidelity? He would not re¬ 
fer to such writers as John Stewart Mill* 
and Harriet Martiueau, who, though un- 
Ixdicvers in the great truths of Christianity, 
ever honored and extolled it, but to the 
teachings of men of the Ingersoll type. 

Turn first to Rousseau, that wonderfully 
gifted infidel of France. Ills influence in 
that country was just what Tom Paine’* 
was in this, and there is the strongest pos¬ 
sible proof that he was a liar, a thief and a 
debauchee. While opposing C’hristianit) 
and proclaiming a new gospel of which 
he wns the light, he robbed the friends 
who entertained him. and mined forever 
the character of those who loved and 
trusted him. So shameful was the whole 
course of Ids life, so steeped in every vice, 
that modest language cannot describe 
it; and this lie said was infidelity's nat¬ 
ural fruit. Turn to Voltaire, the other 
of the two great infidel apostles of Eu¬ 
rope. In some particulars lie was the 
equal of Rousseau in vice, and in private 
lie was a monster of hypocrisy and wrong. 
Abusing all who approached liiui. violating 
the most sacred family ties, reviling Christ 
and ridiculing Christianity and extolling 
lust—cold, witty, malignant, cruel, false 
Voltaire seems to us like an evil spirit 
evoked from the under-world. 

But w e return nearer home and mdc the 
career of Tom Paine, the prince of infidels 
in America. He was a master intellect, 
beside whom the orator of music hall 
would he a pigmy. What was tl ••• fruit of 
Paine’s principles, as seen in his life? No 
writer in this century has dime so much to 
influence men against the Bible, th .ugh 
he once pretended to have faith i:. Chris¬ 
tianity. He killed his first wife hy ill- 
usage; his second left him ill disgust; his 
thiol companion he enticed from her ho ne 
while lie was living upon the liosj it: lilies 
of her husbaud. Employed hy the English 
government lie was dismissed for fraud: a 
servant of the American government, lie 
was expelled with disgrace. One who 
lived near him says “Paine was so profane 
aud tiltliy no decent person could remain 
with him,*' and as lie came to the close of 
life “lie was one of the dirtiest, most 
drunken, indecent, brutal and lijasphe- 
inous mortals any age ever endured." 

One case more. I refer to lugcisoll 
himself. If there is a work of Hell carried 
on on earth it is the dissemination of ob¬ 
scene literature among the young. Com¬ 
stock. the Christian man who has waged 
war on this crime, declares that years past 
tons of the vilest matter have annually 
been sent to tens of thousands of chil¬ 
dren in our schools, to defile their imagi¬ 
nations, inflame their passions, and initiate 
these little ones in a course of vice. Just 
when Comstock had his hand ready to 
throttle this gigantic iniquity a bill is hand¬ 
ed in to Congress to protect it, and on the 
list the inline Hubert Injersoll stands 
first. “By their fruits ye shall know* them 
saitli the Scriptures, and now look upon 
these (flowers of Infidelity) and tell lue 
what it is worth?

She re¬ 
ported 14 Analllariea and 10 MUsion Cir¬ 
cles lu the Branch; alao that the Branch 
hM supported during this, its Brat year, 
two missionaries, Mias Morria and'Mrs. 
Chandler, and two puplla. It was a good 
report, and waa accepted. Mrs. Rice, In 
th® absence of Mrs. Morton, the Treasurer, 
read her report, which showed an expendi¬ 
ture of $1258.10, $40.flti over and above 
pledged work, alio a small balance left in 
treasury. 

Mn. Westgate, of Rockland, read an In¬ 
teresting paper on the question, “ What Is 
the reflex Influence of an Interest In mis¬ 
sions?” 

Mra. Cary, of Brockton, made some re¬ 
marks upon the question, “ How shall we 
Interest the uninterested portion of the 
community in the cause of missions?”

Ms. Editor,—I do not propose In this article 
to assail your E. Braintree correspondent “Phlllo,”

Secondly, they' 
were not inserted as they were delivered, the nega¬ 
tive being placed before the affirmative. Thirdly, 
there were several mistakes and omissions. Fourth, 
ly, no mention was made of the able arguments of 
Messrs. R. M. Loring, Kob't. Oit, Martin Dolan 
and others in the affirmative, or of the equally able 
remarks of Richard Tipping, G. E. Pratt, J. Kelly 
and in the negative side of the question, an omis* 
siou which >s more conspicuous, as the remarks of 
these gentlemen occupied the greater part of the 
evening, and were decidedly the best part of the 
debate. In the report of the debate on the “Protec¬ 
tive Tariff," the mistakes and omissions were al¬ 
most without number, and several cases occurred in 
some of the reports, where the remarks of ons gen¬ 
tleman were ascribed to another. I have now pro¬ 
ceeded far enough to show the unreliable character 
of some of the reports, though the greater portion 
of them were substantially correct, and in conclusion 
will say a few words about our last two debates: the 
debate on the “Protective Tariff" ran through two 
evenings, and was better argued than any subject 
ever discussed in the Union Engine Hall. The 
able arguments delivered on this subject by some 
of the disputants, were very creditable to them. 
This debate was particularly interesting on the sec¬ 
ond evening. The following arc the names of those 
who took part: In the affirmative, (Free Trade,) 
Messrs. Robert Orr, Wm. Allen, John Kelly and 
J. E. Eastwood; Negative, (Protection,) M. Wil¬ 
son, J. S. Henry, G. E. Pratt, Richard Tipping 
and Neutral, a well known gentleman who docs 
not wish his name published. The debate on the 
License question was, to use a slang expression, 

“a red hot" debate. The question was discussed 
until 10.75 P- M., at which time some of the mem¬ 
bers said “they were just commencing." Nearly 
everyone in the hall that could speak, seemed desir¬ 
ous of doing so, and on more than one occasion, as 
many as five persons arose at once to address the 
chair. This shows the interest which was taken in 
the debate by those present. The following arc the 
names of those who took part: In the affirmative, 
(License,) Wm. Allen, A. J.Simms, Kob't. Loring, 
Martin Dolan. In the negative, (Prohibition,) M.

Iliographlcal. 

Doctor Nath. White, of Weymouth, was 
son of Thomas and Mary White, horn 
Sept. 4, 1701. 1 think he graduated from 

Harvard College, 1725. lie was a physi¬ 
cian, first at the North Parish, but soon 
went to South Weymouth, where he be¬ 
came cmiuent in his profession, having a 
widely extended practice in Weymouth 
and vicinity. He held numerous offices of 
trust and responsibility, and had much 
influence in public affairs. He wassuid to 
have been engaged in the Laud Bank 
Scheme, which created such an uproar in 
Massachusetts, in 1741. This was a 
scheme to issue notes or hills of credit on 
land security to an amount of not over 
150,OKI pounds. There were 803 partners, 
mostly residing in Boston. It was to be a 
scheme as beneficial to the people then as 
the “dollar of our fathers” is to be to us 
now; but it came near being the utter ruin 
of all engaged in it; the Courts decided 
that bill-holders had a right of action 
against any stockholders, or partners, for 
the full sum expressed in the bills, and in¬ 
terest. 

Doctor White married first, Sarah Lovell, 
published Oct. 23,1725, married April 27, 
1720 ; (they were patieut iu those days.) 
She was daughter of Enoch and Mary 
(lteed) Lovell, born Nov. 15, 1701, died 
March 15, 1733. lie married second, 
“Mrs.” Ruth Holbrook, Apr. 15, 1742, and 
although she is called “Mrs.” on the rec¬ 
ords, she was the daughter of Abiezer and 
Ruth (Vinson) Holbrook, boru July 15, 
1715, died 1752, aged 37. He married 
third, Widow Abigail Keith, of Bridge- 
water, July 5, 1755, who after Doctor 
White's death married Doctor Dau. .^ics, 

• >f Abington. published Mar. 31, 1750. 

Doctor White died Nov. 23, 1758 aged 57. 
llis children were, Abner, born Jan. 0, 
1727 , died 1741; Alithea, b. June 2, 1728, 
m. John Hollis, Jr., of Braintree, pub. 
Sept. 8, 1750; Asa, b. Dec. 22, 1720, died 
Dec. 10, 1730; Tamar, b. Jan. JO, 1731, in. 
Dea. Nathaniel Bay ley, pub. Oct. 3, 1754. 
He wasson of the first minister of South 
Parish, Rev. James Bay ley, and was one 
of th" most influential men in Weymouth 
iu his day being often Representative and 
Selectman; Abner, b. Dec. 1742: Thomas, 
b. 1742; Sarah, b. Sept. 1744; Nathaniel, 
b. May 10, 1740, m. Sarah White, of Brain- 
i tree, Feb. 3, 1771. Their children were 
Nathaniel Jr., b. Dec. 27, 1772, who m. 
Mary Hollis, Nov. 27, 1704, who is now 
living, 1 believe, In South Braintree, and 
Knth. b. Feb. 3. 1770, m. Kbenezer King- 
I muii, of Fore River. The latter were par-

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The Bill pamed by C ongress amend¬ 
ing the laws granting pensions to the 
urn) sailor* of the war of 
an hundred And twelve, and their 
■, place* on the pension-roll* the 

* name* of the surviving officer* and cn- 
' listed and drafted men, without regard 

to color, including militia and volun¬ 
teer*, of the United States, who served 
for fourteen day* in the war with Ora it. 
Britain of eighteen hundred and twelve ' 
and were honorably discharged, and the 
surviving widows of such officers and 
enlisted and drafted men. 

This act shall not apply to auy person 
who it receiving a pension at the rate of 
eight dollars a month or more, hor to 
any person receiving a pension of less 
Hum tight dollars per month except for 
the difference between the pension now 
received (if less than eight dollars per 
month) 'and eight dollar* per month. 
Pension* under this act shall be at the 

* rate of eight dollars per month, except 
as herein provided, and shall be paid to 
the persons entitled thereto, from and 
after the passage of this act, and during 
their natural lives; Provided, That the 
pensions to widow* provided for in this 
act shall cease when they shall marry 
again. 

The bill also provides that the sur¬ 
viving widow of any pensioner of the 
war of eighteen hundred and twelve 
where the name of said pensioner was 
stricken from the pension-rolls in pur¬ 
suance of the act entitled “An act au¬ 
thorizing the Secretary of the Interior 
to strike from the pension-rolls the 
names of such persons as have taken up 
arms against the government, or who 
have in any manner encouraged the 
rebels,” shall be entitled to make 
claim for a pension as such widow after 
the passage of this act: Provided , That 
no such arrearages shall be paid for auy 
period prior to the time of the removal 
of the disability of the pensioner, or the 
date at which application teas made for 
removal.

A native of Weymouth, writing from 
the West, says, “ The more 1 sec of the 
West, the more I like it. There is 
much land here only waiting for the 
husbandman, and if a man with fiom 
*600 to 8700, or even less, does not get 
a start here, lie does not deserve a start, 
ltnilroads here are offering land which 
lias been improved, that is land which 
settlcra-jiave taken for a time, ami be¬ 
ing of a roving disposition, have left. 
The roads own this land, ami otfer it 
for reut from 25 to 50 cents per acre. 

' We are having delightful weather 
now. A snow storm, lasting four days, 
passed over us from Cheyenuc to I.a 
J'lalte, but we have felt uo effects from 
it as yet. Houghing is not dune yet, 
though our barley, oats aud wheat arc iu 
the ground, the latter being well up. 
Wc expect to pluut potatoes soon. Po¬ 
tatoes are worth one dollar a bushel, 
which, tome, seems a very high price 
for this country, where by putting them 
in the ground, ami ploughing them with 
a cultivator, with four shovels, once 
you can get from *200 to 300 bushels to 
the acre. Wc have got tomatoes, let¬ 
tuce, parsuips and ouious up iu our gar¬ 
den, and no glass lues been near them. 
They have grown out of doors iu the 
open air entirely. 

THE UKEAT THAUKUY. 

Tlie National Museum ut Washington 
is tilled with melancholy reminiscences 
of the rebellion; human hones with 
bullets Imbedded therein, swollen and

TRAINING HORSES. 

The performances of the bronchos, or 
trained wild horses, at the Aquarium in 
New York, have aroused considerable 
attention. Their trainer, Mr. U. W. 
Tryer, says that the bronchos ore not 
a specially intelligent breed of horses, 
and that their seemingly almost humane 
intelligence is due simply to their train¬ 
ing. He says “ We train altogether by 
kindness;make the animal feel that we 
arc his friends; get him so that our pres¬ 
ence give him confidence. When we 
do that he learns very easily, and Is 
manifestly pleased to know what we 
want to have him do, and glad to do it 
well. The place to begin this instruc¬ 
tion is in the pun, the first time you and 
he meet. As 1 said, he will retreat as 
for as he can from you into n corner. 
Walk straight towards him,watching his 
eye. There is no use in saying whoa. 
He doesn’t know whnt whoa means. 
When you see him begin to tremble, 
and a wild look comes in his eye, stop. 
One step more and he will come out of 
that corner, if he has to come over you. 
He will he miul with terror. Turn right 
around and walk hack from him. Then 
faeo him, aud go toward him again. 
He will let you get a step or two nearer, 
and then you will see the fright coming 
ou him again. Turn about, and walk 
away, os before, aud return. Don’t 
crowd him. The second time you turn 
from him, he will be sura to throw his 
nose out after you as much as to say, 
“ I’d like to examine you for hotter 
acquaintance.” I don’t believe there is 
a wild horse alive who will not, ou the 
fourth time you turn away, pul out one 
foot and take u step after you. His cu¬ 
riosity will begin to supplaut bis fear. 
Tbe fifth time, lie will let you come 
close enough to begin to work with him. 
Then take your whip, a long buggy 
whip, and hold it over iiis ucek, nol 
touching him except witli tho cracker, 
which you will allow just to touch mid 
tickle the further side of his hend. It 
will annoy him a little, ns a fly would, 
and ho will turn his head toward you to 
get rid of it. The insUint lie moves Ids 
head in your direction, if only six inches, 
•stop, wait a while, then do it uguin and 
lie will turn a little mure. Stop troub¬ 
ling him every lime lie shows the slight¬ 
est disposition to move towurd you. Iu 
u little while lie will take a liuif involun¬ 
tary step toward you; then uuother, and 
soon you will iiave him right upcloseto 
you, where you cun put a baiter on 
him. l’ut Die lmlter on the end of a 
stick about four feet long, nud bold it 
out slowly toward him. Let him smell, 
it. Then raise it gently and lay it ou 
his licud. If lie shows fear, take it away 
at ouce and put it before bis nose again. 
Fiuolly, lie will let you put it ou him. 
Never be iu a burry; never surprise or 
startle him. When you wnut him to 
move towurd you, do uot pull ou tbe 
baiter, but touch him with the cracker 
of tbe whip iu that tickling, flylike way, 
on the opposite side from you, or be¬ 
hind. Gradually draw a little ou the 
baiter, so tliut lie will understand tliut 
when lie feels it the meaning of it is 
for him to move towards you und with 
you. Hu is willing enough to do it if 
be only knows what you want. There 
is uo aiiimal iu Hod’s world with better 
intentions tliuu a horse, but lie is timid, 
and naturally afraid of what lie does 
uot uuderstuud. 

When you have him broken iu this 
way ou oue side you must do it all over 
ugaiu on tho other side. If you have 
approached him and got him used to 
you ou the near side lie will be just ns 
wild and just as much ufraid of you ou 
the off side as he was at first. He pa¬ 
tient, though; don’t hurry hitu, and be 
sure to control yourself. The mail has 
no business trying to control animals, 
who cannot control himself. One min¬ 
ute of pussiou, one cruel blow, may up¬ 
set all you have done iu weeks—may, 
indeed, almost ruiu tbe horse for truiu- 
iug. Remember that as you do a tiling 
with a burse when you teach him, ex¬ 
actly so you must doaflcrwurd. Never 
lie to him. Hy that 1 mean uevei make 
a false gesture or use of the wrong word, 
for if you do you will coufusu him uud 
destroy his confidence both iu you and 
iu himself. 

The first thing to teach him is to 
come to you ut tiie crack of the whip. 
To do tlmt 1 hold him by the halter mid 
touch bis rump lightly with u very long 
Dolled whip, just euougli to make him 
feel it, and drive him up to me to get 
•way from it. In a short time he will 
march right up to me wlieu he hears the 
whip, without wailing to feel it or liuve 
me pull ou the halter. Suy “ come 
here,” os you do tliut, uud iu a while 
he will ossuciute iu his uiiud the wonts 
uud the motion; will kuow what the 
words mean. He uniform iu your | 
movements aud speech to him, aud he I 
will very quickly kuow what you mean ' 


by eveiy aeewtoned phnee or word.

■ITAICAL SOCIETY. 


W by mouth, ’April lflib, 1878. 
Mr. JMMor:—In a town like our own,which 
has for to many year* been prominent a§ a 
musical centre, many will doubtless be In¬ 
terested to read the following extracts from 
' the preamble and constitution of an an¬ 
cient “singing society” which has contin¬ 
ued Its active organization for more than 
sixty (HO) years as the choir of the Union 
Church, of which the Rev. Mr. Krary Is 
now pastor. J. J. Lyun. 

“The Subscribers, Mem hereof the Union 
Religious Society of Braintree and Wey¬ 
mouth, feeling impressed with the great 
Importance and utility of Sacred Music 
correctly performed, as constituting a part 
of tfi8 Public Worship of (tod, also viewing 
the frequent Instances of unhappy discord 
amt dissention among Choirs of Singers, 
proceeding as we believe partly from want 
of system in their formation ami partly 
from want # of Spirit of mutual affection, 
forbearance and long suffering, so indis¬ 
pensably necessary in such a Society; am! 
realizing the practical excellency of tlu* 
divine precept, “Let all things be done de¬ 
cently and In order,” 

“We have therefore agreed to associate 
ourselves together, as a regularly organized 
Singing Society, for the purpose of united 
mid zealous exertion, to perfect ourselves 
in that delightful Science. And have in 
pursuance of that object after mature de¬ 
liberation adopted the following Constitu¬ 
tion, or form of government, for said Soci¬ 
ety. * 

Constitution. 

Art. 1st. “This Society, shall be called 
the Union Singing Society of Braintree 
and Weymouth.” 

Articles 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 5th, (Uli, 7th, and 
8th are devoted to an enumeration of the 
Officers of the Society, their duties, and 
the manner of their election. 

Art. Otli. “We do hereby promise and 
obligate ourselves, to attend Public Wor¬ 
ship in the Meeting House on the Sabbath, 
and take our seats with the Choir—unless 
prevented by circumstances without our 
control—aud to use our best exertions to 
perform the appropriate services with so¬ 
lemnity and precision.” 

Articles 10th A 11th prescribe respect- 
lively the manner in which persons may 
be elected to membership or may withdraw 
from the Society and the steps that shall 
be taken iu making any amendment to the 
Constitution. 

Article 12th. “We do hereby Individu¬ 
ally biud ourselves to strive earnestly to 
promote a Spirit of Mutual affection, for¬ 
bearance and long suffering, so that no 
root of bitterness may ever spring up to 
tumble us, but that wc may long remain 
united as a Baud of Brothers, evidencing 
by our couduct, that the delightful strains 
of Melody are not in vaiu upon our lips, 
but that our Hearts are thereby wanned 
with a tiame of Love, hot only toward oui 
God, who gave us those faculties we pos¬ 
sess, but towanl each other; showing it¬ 
self in acts of mutual aud earnest exertion 
to promote each other's Spiritual good and 
temporal comfort, prosperity, and happi¬ 
ness, that eventually that although tlx 
Chili hand of Death may arrest us, ami 
separate us from those employments foi 
which we now unite, we may be prepared 
to joiu the Glorious Choir above, wbnst 
constant employment is to chant an eter 
nal Authem of glad Hosannas to bin. 
who died and rose again, aud is seated 01 . 
the right hand of his Father. Depending 
upon that blessing which cometh down 
from above, we now declare by this l*ublh 
Act that we are determined zealously, ami 
perseveriugly, to render every aid ami as¬ 
sistance iu our power, both by precept ami 
example, to promote the Judicious per¬ 
formance by a full Choir, of Public Sing 
ing in the Meeting House of the Society.’’ 

Article 13 adds two to the list of Officers. 

X. li. The above Constitution was 
adopted, a meeting of the Society held in 
the “Braintree School House on Sunday 
evening, Dec. 7th, 1817," and the follow¬ 
ing Officers chosen:

President, Ebeuezer Hunt, Jr. 

Vice President, William Hunt. 

1st Chorister, David Cushing. 

2d “ John P. Nash. 

3rd “ Samuel Huut.

An alarm 
vm Instantly given and the Active Engine 
of North Weymouth, the Rescue of Wey¬ 
mouth Lending, and the Rocket of Fast 
Weymouth, eJ*o the Hardscrabble and Eu¬ 
reka Hook and Ladder Co's., were prompt¬ 
ly on the scene, but all efforts ou the part 
of the Engine Co's, proved In vain, and the 
building was soon a total wreck. Mr. Car- 
roll estimates his loss at about $22,000, al¬ 
though the loss may largely exceed that 
amount. Tlie building, machinery, stock, 
$re., was insured for $13,800, in the follow¬ 
ing flamed CVs.: Royal, «»f London, .Etna, 
of Conn., Continental, of N. Y., ami Queen 
of Liverpool. Suspicious looking persons 
have been seen lurking around tbo neigh- 
fcrirfiond lately, and It Is thought probable 
that tlie shop was entered, rifled of Its con¬ 
tents and then fired so ns to leavo no trace 
of the robbing. While Mr. Carroll’s father 
was at work in front of the shop one day 
lost week, he was approached by two 
suspicious looking personages who Inquired 
of him if any night police was stationed on 
that street Mr. Carroll informed them 
that there was not, whereupon they took 
^helr departure, and Mr. C. thought noth¬ 
ing more of tlie matter until after the fire 
broke out Sunday morning. Another cir¬ 
cumstance which goes far to prove that the 
shop was robbed, is the statement of Mr. 
Nathan Woods Bates, who says lie passed 
tlie shop at 1.05, twenty-live minutes be¬ 
fore tlie fire broke out, and everyth ing 
around the building, as far as lie could see, 
was nil right. At 1.30, when Mr. Carroll 
discovered the fire, the building from base¬ 
ment to attic, and from one end to the 
other, was enveloped in flames. It is sup¬ 
posed that the robbers, after securing their 
booty, spilt kerosine oil around tlie floors 
of tlie different departments, and that ac¬ 
counts for tlie rapid progress of the flames. 
Tills simp was tlie only one iu the village 
that was doing any amount of business, 
and its destruction was not only a great loss 
o Mr. Carroll, but to the community at 
largo, as more than DO persons will be thrown ! 
out of employment. Wc understand that 
Mr. Carroll Intends to rebuild as soon as 
matters can he settled up. The engine 
companies were regaled with hot coffee 
and biscuit at tlic Rocket house, after the 
fire. 

It is stated that Mr. Carroll has been 
offered tlie use of a well equipped factory 
at North Weymouth, and that capitalists 
have offered to furnish means for immedi¬ 
ate resumption of his husiuess ou the site 
of the burned factory.
